Open Talks on 
Nuclear Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi-i particularly

dent Johnson and British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson today 
opened a two-day conference on 
the nuclear weapons crisis in 
the Atlantic alliance. 
They reportedly hope to de­ 
velop some new formula which 
would win West German and 
other Allied support in spite of 
French opposition. 
Wilson went into the White 
House meeting shortly before 
noon. 
He and the President 
scheduled another conference in 
late afternoon and two more 
working sessions Tuesday in 
addition to a White House din­ 
ner tonight. 
He predicted, however, steps 
toward strengthening the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
which has been badly split by 
tile question of how to organize

weapons 
forces—and 


Interstate 71 


'Hazards' Are 
Under Study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Safeguards for sightseers and 
lack of gasoline stations are 
some of the problems plaguing 
tile state highway department 
and the newest stretch of Inter­ 
state 71 between Columbus and 
Cincinnati. 
The problems were pointed up 
today by James W. Shocknessy, 
interstate expediter and chair­ 
man of the Ohio Turnpike Com­ 
mission, during a session of the 
Interstate task force meeting. 
Shocknessy asked the highway 
department to take some action 
on the problems. He wants a 
parking space with “adequate 
safeguards” for sightseers at the 
towering 1-71 bridges* over the 
Little Miami River near Leba­ 
non for one tiling. 
He said the Ohio Highway Pa­ 
trol had warned him that tour­ 
ists are stopping their cars and 
walking across the 70 m.p.h. 
traffic lanes to enjoy the view. 
He asked proper parking space 
and lookout points be construct­ 
ed by the start of the 1965 tour­ 
ist season. 
Shocknessy 
next 
suggested 
temporary signs warning motor­ 
ists of the lack.of service sta­ 
tions along the new 80-mile 
stretch of 1-71. Construction and 
planning of some stations is al­ 
ready under way but will not be 
available to motorists for some 
time. 
There was one other problem 
mentioned by Shocknessy today 
—fossil hunters who park their 
cars at 1-71 hill cuts to investi­ 
gate the freshly bared rock for­ 
mation. He had no ready solu­ 
tion for this one. 


over the U.S.-sponsored mul­ 
tilateral force project, 
MLF is a proposed 25-ship 
surface fleet, manned by inter­ 
national crews and armed with 
U.S. Polaris nuclear missiles. 
Wilson, with special British 
nuclear problems to solve, evi­ 
dently hopes to emerge in some 
kind of middleman role, by de­ 
veloping with the President the 
rough outlines of a program to:

—Revise the U.S. MLF plan 
so that it will be more accept­ 
able to other European Allies as 
well as West Germany.

day. 
The President will then meet 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko on Wednesday. 
That meeting will afford John­ 
son an opportunity to stress to 
the new government in Moscow 
his v i e w that the projected 
NATO nuclear force — opposed 
by the Soviet Union — will not 
lead to the spreading of nuclear 
weapons. 
Wilson arrived from London 
Sunday night. Obviously con­ 
scious of the danger that other 
Allies might think Johnson and 
he were “ganging up” to decide 
the nuclear organization issue, 
he told newsmen “we don’t ex­ 
pect to finalize anything.’ 
The head of the British Labor 
government which took power 
in mid-October described the 
conference as “the beginning of 
a fruitful cooperation, the be­ 
ginning af a series of discus­ 
sions which we hope will lead to 
the strengthening of the al­ 
liance.'* 
Wilson has made many trips 
to Washington in recent years 
and has met Johnson before, but 
his is the 
first 
occasion on 
which they have held policy dis­ 
cussion as prime minister and 
president. 
Officials said the range of 
talks betwen Johnson and Wil­ 
son would go far beyond the 
NATO nuclear weapons ques­ 
tion. One issue certain to arise 
is the war in South Viet Nam.

SCHENECTADY, N.Y. (AP) 
— Cold and hardship continued 
today for thousands of families 
in an ice-crippled eastern por­ 
tion of New York. Power crews 
sought to restore heat and light 
for nearly 40,000 customers. 
The sun glistened this morn­ 
ing on a winter wonderland 
created by ice-laden trees and 
power 
lines. 
Temperatures 
ranged down to IO below zero in 
the wake of one of the state’s 
worst storms. 
The bitter cold added the 
threat of frozen water pipes for 
stricken 
residents, 
most 
of 
whom were in an area bounded 
generally by Albany on the 
south, Glen Falls on the north 
and Amsterdam-GloversviUe on 
the west. 
Three deaths were attributed 
to the weekend onslaught of 
mow, sleet and freezing rain.

Mississippi 
Awaits Look 
At FBI Data 


PHmADELPHIA, Miss. (AP) 
— The case of the three slain 
civil rights workers is heading 
toward its next climax Thurs­ 
day when the government un­ 
veils evidence at a preliminary 
hearing. 
Mississippi authorites await a 
look at the FBI evidence. They 
must decide if they will press 
murder charges—a state offense 
—against some of the 21 men 
arrested last Friday. 
“The first thing I’m going to 
do,” said Dist. Atty. W. H. 
Johnson Jr., “is review the evi­ 
dence very, very carefully, and 
then 
make 
the 
decision 
on 
whether the state will take ac 
tion.” 
Johnson said the FBI has giv 
en assurances it will turn over 
its evidence to the state. 
The FBI has charged 19 men 
with violating the civil rights of 
the slain workers. Two 
other 
men were charged with being 
accessories. These are all feder­ 
al charges. 
Hie 
preliminary 
hearing could be a delicate legal 
crossroad. It is scheduled in 
nearby 
Meridan 
before 
U.S. 
Commissioner Esther Carter. 
The civil rights workers, Mi­ 
chael Schweraer, Andrew Good­ 
man and James Chaney, a Ne­ 
gro, disappeared near Philadel­ 
phia last June. Their bullet-rid­ 
dled bodies were found in an 
earth-filled dam Aug. 4.

Small Coins 
Are Lacking 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Re­ 
luctant Christmas shoppers who 
find the crowds and the rush 
hard enough to take apparently 
face a new obstacle this y e a r- 
waiting for clerks to find enough 
coins to make change. 
The Associated Press took a 
look at the coin shortage in 
Ohio’s major cities and found 
almost without exception: The 
situation is not good. 
Bankers generally agreed on 
reasons for the shortage and 
said it is becoming particularly 
acute at the beginning of the 
Christmas shopping season. 
“It’s getting terrible,” said one 
Columbus bank employe. 
“We could use a lot more 
coins,” 
a 
Cincinnati 
banker 
complained. 
One bank official said he 
thinks the Kennedy half-dollar 
which replaced the Liberty coin 
has helped make the fifty-cent 
piece scarcest of all. 
“People hear these are h a r d 
to get, so they just bang on to 
them,” he said. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio’s map-minded lawmakers, 
busy the past month consider­ 
ing new congressional and state 
legislative districts, embarked 
today on what 
many hoped 
would be the final week of their 
special session. 
However, legislative leaders 
declined to predict a windup, 
and although legislative reap­ 
portionment practically was re­ 
solved, chances seemed slim 
for adjournment by Friday. 
Congressional 
redistricting 
loomed as the major obstacle 
and it appeared headed for a 
joint conference committee. The 
Senate approved its version 20- 
12 Friday but it showed prac­ 
tically no resemblance to the 
one approved earlier by the 
House. 
Conferees were expected to 
be named tonight or Tuesday to 
consider 
redistricting, 
called 
for in a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision requiring equal 
representation on the basis of 
population. 
All that remained to be done 
on reapportionment was Senate 
approval of the House-passed 
version which was reported out 
of the Senate State Government 
Committee Friday 
without a 
change. 
This would clear the way for 
the matter to be placed on next 
May’s primary election ballot. 
Redistricting is being handled 
as a bill but reapportionment 
must come in the form af 
constitutional amendment. 
Various other matters dotted 
the legislature agenda as the 
fifth week of the session got 
under way. They included pro­ 
posed pay raises for legislators, 
county 
officials, 
and 
judges 
along with resolutions calling 
for annual sessions and four- 
year terms for representatives. 
Senators already are elected for 
four years. 
Awaiting Senate action is a 
bill that would hike lawmakers 
pay from $5,000 to $8,000 a year. 
The House approved last week 
the legislation which also in­ 
cludes bikes for county officials, 
the latter to vary according to 
population. 
The House may vote tonight 
on the judicial pay raise bill 
which includes increases tor the 
judges of the State Supreme

Sunday from Washington amid 
increasing speculation that the 
war against the Communists 
would be broadened. It was be­ 
lieved that President Johnson 
had ruled out attacks against 
North Viet Nam, but the Red 
supply routes through southern 
Laos were considered likely tar­ 
gets. 
Officials said no announce­ 
ments were expected from the 
U.S.-Vietnamese planning ses­ 
sions. 
“I think as time goes on the 
results of the decisions will be­ 
come apparent,” one official 
said. 
Taylor cm his return said new 
measures by both the United 
States and the South Vietnam­ 
ese would be discussed. He re­ 
fused to say what they were 
The South Vietnamese forces 
scored a major victory against 
the Viet Cong in a fierce nine- 
hour battle Saturday on the Ca 
Mau Penninsula, at the southern 
tip of South Viet Nam. The gov­ 
ernment said 115 Communists 
were killed in the encounter at 
Tan Lac village, about 150 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 
South 
Vietnamese 
officials 
said their side suffered 86 casu­ 
alties, but the battle was re­ 
garded as a psychological boost 
for the government's war effort, 
which had been sagging badly. 
Six U.S. airmen were wound­ 
ed in the attack as U.S. helicop­ 
ters raked the Communist bat­ 
talion with rockets and light 
bombers 
dropped 
500-pound 
bombs. Communist fire dam­ 
aged 14 helicopters. 
In another weekend battle at 
Binh Chia, 40 miles southeast of 
Saigon, government forces am­ 
bushed a Communist hamlet, 
killing 23 Viet Cong and seizing 
16 civilian hostages. The gov­ 
ernment lost seven men and 
five 
were 
missing. 
Fourteen 
were wounded.

Time Said 'Ripe' 
For Nuclear Ban 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
NY. 
(AP) — Soviet Foreign Minister 
A n d r e i A. Gromyko today 
called for a world summit con­ 
ference on disarmament 
The Soviet proposal was made 
before the U.N. General Assem­ 
bly in the first major policy de­ 
claration of the new Soviet lead­ 
ership. 
Gromyko also 
submitted 
a 
detailed memorandum on disar­ 
mament, outlining measures to 
be considered at the proposed 
conference. 
The Soviet foreign minister 
declared that the present inter­ 
national situation was ripe for 
progress on such measures as a 
complete ban on nuclear weap­ 
ons, the liquidation of foreign 
bases ami the reduction of mli- 
tary budgets, 
U.S. Delegate Adlai E. Ste­ 
venson listened intently as Gro­ 
myko spoke in quiet, concilia­ 
tory words. 
The Soviet delegate specifi­ 
cally endorsed 
Red 
China’s 
proposal for a meeting of the 
heads of state of all countries 
to consider a ban on all nuclear 
weapons. He also backed the 
recommendation of the nona­ 
ligned nations at Cairo for a 
world disarmament conference. 
He said: 
“The Soviet government 
is 
prepared to participate in forth 
er discussions in any forum 
and at any level, including the 
highest one, of the problem of 
general and complete disarma­ 
ment, of banning and destroy­ 
ing nuclear weapons, 
and of 
measures for the curtailment of 
the arms drive.” 
Gromyko hedged the Soviet 
government’s complete support 
to the 
United 
Nations 
and 
promised to use it “for easing 
international tensions, 
for 
in­ 
ternational cooperation and for 
the development of relations 
among states with different so­ 
cial systems on the basis of the 
principles of peaceful coexist­ 
ence.” 
Gromyko referred

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publican governors are the most 
selfconfident branch of their 
party at the moment, as they 
showed in a statement issued 
after their weekend meeting in 
Denver. 
They got some reason for 
their confidence from the 1964 
elections which were a disaster 
for the rest of the party. 
While Republicans lost out on 
the presidency in the elections 
and in Congress dropped 38 
House seats and two in the Sen­ 
ate, the party registered a net 
gain of one in governorships. 
But in the very statement 
which they intended as a chart 
for the Republicans* future, the 
governors revealed the party’s 
dilemma in national politics 
They wound up sounding like a 
lot of Democrats. 
Although they didn’t say so 
there was another good reason 
for their willingness to tell the 
party what it ought to do. 
In the 1968 presidential race 
the Republican candidate will 
probably come from the ranks 
of the governors. No Republican 
in Congress at this time looks 
like a presidential prospect. 
The statement left little doubt 
that it was critcal of Dean 
Burch, handpicked by Sen. Bar­ 
ry Coldwater to be chairman of 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee. 
But it named 
no names. 
Therefore, it was so ambiguous 
that some of the governors, who 
supported Coldwater, could say 
it wasn’t aimed at Burch while 
others could say it was. 
The governors covered a lot of 
ground In the statement: 
I. They sketched an outline of 


principles they think the party 
should follow after the 1964 dis­ 
asters. 
2. They suggested the Nation­ 
al Committee take steps to in­ 
clude from now on Republican 
governors and members of Con­ 
gress — who they said should be 
included in a GOP leadership 
conference next year. 
S. They didn’t mention Good­ 
water but so worded what they 
said that he’d have to be obtuse 
not to take it as a rebuke. 
4. They suggested the Nation­ 
al Committee “adopt leader­ 
ship” that represents a “broad 
view 
of 
Republicanism 
and 
practices a policy of inclusion 
rather than exclusion.”

No. 4 was a clear call for throw­ 
ing Burch out of the committee 
chairmanship.

The principles, which the gov­ 
ernors unanimously said the 
party should follow, turned out 
to be very moderate, indeed, 
and are hardly distinguishable 
from 
those Republicans and 
Democrats had followed in the 
past. 
Example: Support for old-age 
security, hospital and medical 
care, decent living standards, 
public education, mental health, 
and the needs of youth. 
It’s just because the Demo­ 
crats talk the same way that the 
two parties for years have 
looked like twins, and sounded 
like them. 
Coldwater and his followers 
were less enthusiastic about 
welfare programs. For this rea­ 
son, among others, his candida­ 
cy symbolized a break with pre- 
1964 Republicanism.

State of the World 


As astute observer can always find 
cause for pessimism in the world, by 
merely examining existing conditions 
in country after country. The point is. 
almost no country is as secure as the 
United States, or as prosperous, or as 
literate or as advanced in technology. 
Conditions in many of them are down­ 
right chaotic by comparison. 
In Europe, the eastern half is thrown 
into a period of uncertainty because of 
the new and as yet mysterious leader­ 
ship in the Kremlin, the western half by 
the old but equally mysterious eccen­ 
tricities of Charles De Gaulle. Britain 
is in economic trouble, and many of the 
L a b o r government’s solutions seem 
guaranteed to upset the economic fur­ 
ther. 
Africa is aflame with unrest and down­ 
right warfare in a number of areas, 
aided and abetted by the long arm of 
the Red Chinese. The middle east for 
the moment is relatively quiet, but the 
enmities created within NATO by the 
Turkish-Greek confrontation on Cyprus 
have not disappeared far under the sur­ 
face. 
Southeast Asia is a complete mess, 
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with the United States not so slowly be­ 
ing pushed out of the continent com­ 
pletely. The Vietnam war is no longer a 
stalemate; it is a rout. 
On this side of the Atlantic, Latin! 
America has just undergone a fresh 
batch of revolutions; 
no one knows 
when the next round may come. Haiti 
is ruled by a self-professed dictator for 
life, Bolivia, Ecuador, Honduras, Guat­ 
emala and the D o m i n i c a n Repub­ 
lic are still trying to right themselves 
from the effects of military coups. 
Brazil has the whole region nervous 
with its continuing runaway inflation, 
Argentina is worried sick lest Juan Per- 
on make good on his promise to return. 
And of course there is still Cuba. 
It is not difficult to become depress­ 
ed when surveying the 1964 edition of 
the world. But there is one antidote to 
pessimism which still manages to live 
through crisis after crisis, war after 
war, and emerge unscathed and out­ 
wardly unconcerned by all the peculiar 
antics of her fellow members in t h e 
world of nations. Long live Switzerland. 
May there be many more like her in 
the years ahead.

Better Star Gazing 


Astronomy, one of the most ancient 
scientific arts, would receive a strong 
shot in the arm under a plan proposed 
by the National Academy of Sciences’ 
Committee on Science and Public Pol­ 
icy. 
The panel proposes a $224 million ex­ 
penditure in the next decade to provide 
American astronomers an up-to-date 
assortment of equipment from which to 
veiw the universe. 
The proposal is 
coupled with a complaint that present 
optical telescopes and radio telescopic 
equipment were introduced before the 
space age came into its own. and much 
of the equipment is outmoded. 
In optical astronomy the U n i t e d 
States is leading the world both in quan­ 
tities of sophisticated instruments and 
in discoveries from them. In coopera­ 
tion with radio astronomy, in which the 
U. S. is only a second-rate power, opti­ 
cal telescopes have moved man’s eye 
to the outer perimeters of the known 
universe. 
With man preparing to ascend into the 
universe personally, the panel feels it 
has become necessary to improve his 


preparation for space journeys by in­ 
creasing the numbers of big telescopes: 
available for serious study of other 
planet systems. 
Certainly the argument has merit,! 
and with more than $5 billion being, 
spent to land the first man on the moon, 
an expenditure of less than 5 per cent of 
this amount to provide 
astronomers 
with the tools needed not only to keep 
tabs n the space adventure but con­ 
tinue to develop the new theorieson 
plane development and universe po­ 
tential, is not exorbitant by compari­ 
son. 
Of particular value would be more op­ 
tical telescopes in the 150 to 200 - inch 
size. The panel recommends three of 
these, because it says only two now ex­ 
ist that “are adequate for pushing cur­ 
rent frontier problems to the observa­ 
tional limit.’’ 
The age of space exploration must in­ 
evitably be even more exciting than the 
current preliminary activity. It would 
be a pity if earth observers found them­ 
selves ill - prepared for the long await­ 
ed main event when it comes.

I 
AU three were kiUed by a dev­ 
astating epidemic disease —- the 
disease of accidents 
Accidents are a m ajor public 
h e a l t h problem. They take a 
staggering toU in hum an life, 
famUy m isery and dollars. 
The statistics of accidents are 
astronomical. But to many they 
may be just m eaningless figures. 
There were 101,000 accidental 
deaths in the United States in 
1963. 
There were 16,000 accidental 
deaths in children under 15 years 
of age in 1963. 
Thirteen mUlion schools days 
were m issed because of acci­ 
dents. 
More impressive t h a n these 
tireless numbers is the painful 1 
reaUzation that one happy, heal­ 
thy five - year - old, spared from 
polio, 
m easles, 
chicken 
p o x , 
mumps, tetanus and a mastoid 
infection, was kiUed by a drunk­ 
en driver. 
AU the startling new medical 
advances of antibiotics, corti­ 
sone, vaccines and heart 
sur­ 
gery are ineffective against t h e 
disease of accidents. 
Since there is no cure for acci­ 
dents, the only answer is preven­ 
tion. 
Most potential accidents c a n 
be recognized and prevented by 
using ordinary 
common 
sense 
a n d 
anticipatory 
judgment. 
Painstaking precautions must be 
taken to protect our greatest and 
most priceless resourse — t h e 
young. 


Dr. Virginia Goddard H arris 
of the Departm ent of Health in 
Syracuse, N. Y., insists t h a t 
many accidents, like epidemic 
diseases, can be predicted. A 
s t u d y of the personably of a 
child, his behavior patterns and 
his relationship with family and 
friends gives valuable inform a­ 
tion in planning safety m easures 
for accident prevention. 
B o t h parents 
and children 
must be educated to recognize 
the hazards of poisonings, gun 
injuries, traffic accidents and 
home accidents. 
Safety patrols, rigidly enforced 
speed l i m i t s near schools and 
play centers, and careful super­ 
vision of play areas are aU vit­ 
ally im portant in reducing the 
possibility of accidents. 
The disease of accidents is not 
caused by bacteria, viruses or 
cancer. 
The accident disease is usually 
c a u s e d by the germ of care­ 
lessness. 
Parents, pubUc health officials 
educators, t r a f f i c engineers 
and regular safety surveys of 
homes can, by prevention only, 
eradicate this m enacing disease. 
The child whose life is saved 
today need not be a scientist, No­ 
belist or president. Let’s j u s t 
give him the chance to grow up 
into a happy, norm al healthy hu­ 
m an being.

may not be familiar with many 
other changes that will affect 
Federal Income Tax Returns 
they will file after Jan. I, 1965. 
Taxpayers are urged to clip and 
save these articles as reference 
material. 


The Revenue Act of 1964 is the 
best news that taxpayers have 
received in years. 
Although the most important 
feature to the average taxpayer 
is the reduction in the income 
tax rates for the years 1964 and 
after, t h e r e are many other 
new provisions w h i c h will re­ 
quire every taxpayer to re-eval- 
uate his current and future tax 
planning. Overall, the Revenue 
Act of 
1964 
made 
about 
40 
changes in the Federal T a x 
Laws. 
Among the more important 
changes which are applicable to 
the 1964 Income Tax Returns 


has been imposed on personal 
c a s u a l t y and theft losses. 
Only the excess 
over $100 per 
loss is deductible. 
3. The sick pay exemption has 
been decreased by the 1964 Rev­ 
enue Act. 
4. Certain limits have been 
placed on the amount of “tax 
free” group life insurance an 
employe may receive from h i s 
employer. 
These and other changes in 
the Federal Tax Laws will be dis­ 
cussed in this series of articles. 


The aim is not to give complete 
information on each topic, but 
to call the changes to taxpayers’ 
attention so they c a n investi­ 
gate for themselves those chang­ 
es affecting them.

The simplified lexicon of Afri­ 
can nationalism makes Patrice 
Lumumba a martyred hero and 
Premier Tshombe is an enemy. 
Belgian and American efforts to 
put the Congo on its feet are 
judged rampant imperialism. 
President Charles de Gaulle 
will make no new friends in Af­ 
rica by receiving Tshombe as 
he did 
in 
Paris 
this 
week. 
Among such African leaders as! 
Ahmed Ben Bella of Algeria 
Ewa me Nkruman of Ghana and 
Abdel Gamal Nasser of Egypt 
there can be no redemption for 
Moise Tshombe. 
These are the leaders whose 
voices are heard loudest and 
clearest in the Organization of 
African Unity. Not many Afri­ 
can leaders dare speak against 
them in the organization. 
M a n y 
Africans 
blame 
Tshombe for Lumumba's death 
in 1961. He was deposed as the 
Congo premier,

plained. 
African nationalists also hold I 
it against Tshombe that he has;
